The drug calms the violently 
insane, resulting in a marked 
decrease in inmate destruction

tients to leave institutions and 
lead a relatively normal life at 
home. 


According to l^evitt, SKF ha> 
repeatedly refused to give state 
instructions price reductions for 
thorazine although the firm’s

have soared. 


He said New York annually 
buys $2 5 million worth of the 
tranquilizer from SKF', the sole 
U.S. supplier of the drug.

Bomb, Note Found 
In Vegas Hotel 


LAS VEGAS. Nrv <AP> - A 
small homem ido bomb contain­ 
ing black povder and a note 
demanding $75,000 for the loca­ 
tion of two o'hers w ere found 
early today ir a tower room at 
the Sahara Hotel on the lais 
Vegas strip 


Discovery of the mite touched 
off evacuation of thousands of 
guests in Del Webb hotels in 
Nevada. California and Arizona 


The 
Clark 
County 
sheriff's 
office said the bomb, which con­ 
tained four plastic pipes filled 
with black powder, was discov­ 
ered after a man called the pit. 
or center of the casino area, and 
said the device was set to go off 
about 5 a m 


Deputies found the bomb in 
room 4014. It was in a wooden 


box attached to a wall in a clos­ 
et 
Near the bomb was a page- 
long typewritten note cautioning 
hotel officials not to try to move 
the bomb or to notify police 
Officers tied a rope around 
the box and jerked it from the 
wall 
Then a demolition team 
from nearby Nellis Air Force 
base moved it to a service elev­ 
ator and took it out the hack of 
the building 
There was no explosion 
The demolition experts dis­ 
mantled the device, and found it 
contained black powder 


Det. Lt Glenn Simmons, chief 
of detectives at the sheriff s of­ 
fice. said one member of the 
team said the bomb was strong 
enough to hadlv damage the 


room 
hut 
would 
not 
have, 
caused extensive damage to the 
hotel 


The note, single-spaced and 
tvped in all capital letters, car­ 
ried 
detailed 
Instructions 
on 
how not to handle the bomb It 
indicated the device was wired 
to explode if it was removed 
from the wall or If part of the 
wall was removed with it 


The 
note 
included 
several 
grammatical and spelling er­ 
rors. and in several places men­ 
tioned that more than one per­ 
son might be involved.

WASHINGTON <SS) - In 
Vietnam recently, a U.S. Army 
helicopter pilot lifted off from 
a 
tiny 
jungle 
clearing, 
his 
“chopper” fihed with an over­ 
load of troops. He succeeded in 
getting just high enough so that 
the downdraft from his rotor 
blades could not push on the 
ground to provide extra lift. 
Then trouble hit. 
Overburdened by the extra 
weight, the chopper's engine be­ 
gan struggling painfully, and as 
1 the helpless occupants watched, 
the craft settled into the tree- 
| tops at the edge of the clearing, 
i Investigators later found that 
the helicopted was overloaded 
by only 250 pounds 
— the 
weight of a single field-equipped 
| soldier. 
\ 
Similar incidents have taken 
place repeatedly in the field, 
when the pilot could not take 
time to be sure of the overall 
weight he was trying to lift or 
the density of the air. Air den­ 
sity determines how efficiently 
a 
helicopter’s 
rotor 
blades 
work. 
A possible solution may now 
have been found in the use of 
a finv auxiliary engine, perhaps 
as little as one-twentieth as 
strong as the main powerplant, 
which could add hundreds of 
pounds to the availble payload, 
or make the difference in an 
emergency betwen a crish land­ 
ing and a gentle touchdown 


The insidious thing about ac­ 
cidents such as the one de­ 
scribed is that the overload is 
usually just a small fraction of 
the total weight the engine is 


trying to lift, says Archie P. 
Kelly, senior project engineer 
of the 
Garrett 
Corp.'s AiRe* 
search division in Phoenix 
If 
the fraction were large, the pi­ 
lot would spot it as soon as he 
took off, before he was far from 
the ground.

Secrecy On Bad Milk 


Was Unfair To Public 


Sonoma County officials who 
re­ 
fused to identify the Sonoma dairy 
w h i c h accidentally distributed con­ 
taminated milk did the public and the 
milk industry a distinct disservice. 
A belated release of information by 
the M arin County authorities helped 
assuage the tears and uncertainties in 
the minds of Marin consumers, but not 
before inconvenience and damage had 
been inflicted 
Many families undoubtedly dumped 
m ilk they had purchased, and while 
the lid of secrecy remained in effect, 
many consumers were foced to boy­ 
cott all dairies. 
Marin dairies, who were innocent 
victims of the secrecy, had to incur 
the needless expense ol running ad­ 
vertisements to 
disclaim 
that 
their 
milk was involved. 
W hether or not all contaminated 
milk was off the shelves during the 
time of the secrecy is open to ques­ 
tion. An immediate identification of 
the brand and the code numbers on 
the milk cartons would have pinpoint­ 


ed the problem. All other brands and 
code numbers would not have suffered 
the onus of suspicion, and consumers 
would have been saved the inconven­ 
ience and expense of tossing out good 
milk. 


Possible economic loss to one of­ 
fending dairy because ot information 
released on the contamination does not 
justify withholding ol the information 
at the expense ol thousands who might 
suffer physcial illness. 


The decision of the Sonoma authori­ 
ties to withhold the information was 
unwise, to say the least. 


We are grateful that M arin County 
officials saw fit to give the health and 
welfare of the public precedence over 
the protection of one dairy in Sonoma 
County. 


We hope that in the tuture, when 
public health is at stake. Sonoma au­ 
thorities will be less secretive in re­ 
leasing all information necessary to 
safeguard M arin public health and pro­ 
tect the interests of Marin consumers.

along lines which will benefit 
rather than disintegrate the 
taxpayer. All of which could be 
accomplished through substitu­ 
tion of sound financing for 
politics.

outlook for British admission 
to 
the 
European 
Common 
Market is i n c r e a s i n g l y 
favorable. 
That’s good. It will be good 
for Europe, good for Britain, 
and good for the United States. 
It will fulfill a long-time goal 
of the U. S. It will repair Bri­ 
tain’s historic mistake when in 
the 
early 
period 
of 
th e 
Marshall Plan it rejected the 
opportunity to he a founding 
member of the European coal 
and steel community and the 
European e c o n o m i c com­ 
munity. 
Britain wasn’t ready when it 
would have been welcomed — 
and Britain wasn’t welcome 
when it was ready in 1963. 
But the situation is greatly 
changed 
since 
General 
de 
Gaulle coolly vetoed Britain 
four years ago. 


AT THAT TIM E the British 
were approaching the Common 
Market gingerly. British opin­ 
ion was divided; the political 
parties were divided; Britain 
couldn't bring itself to accept 
the Rome treaty unreservedly, 
and after 18 months of un­ 
certain n e g o t i a t i o n s in 
Brussels, De Gaulle abruptly 
ended it all by deciding that 
Britain 
would 
not 
be 
a 
w h o l e h e a r t e d European 
participant. 
Now the outlook is changed 
both in Britain and in Europe 
Once an opponent of British 
entrance. Prime M i n i s t e r 
Harold Wilson is now its most 
ardent advocate. The British 
Parliament is overwhelmingly 
for it. Though a small minority 
in each party still prefers to 
stand aside, the conservatives 
and the liberals are strongly 
behind 
the 
application 
and 
pressing 
W i l s o n 
to 
do 
everything needed to get in. 


HE IS DOING so. He is giv­ 
ing General de Gaulle little, it 
any. ground to argue that Bri­ 
tain is not "sufficiently Euro­ 
pean.' 
Wilson’s plea is that 
British 
membership 
w i l l 
“ make Europe more strong, 
more independent. and more 
decisive in world affairs.” 
It will, and while De Gaulle 
may not wish to share French 
influence with that of Britain 


on the continent of Europe, a 
French 
veto would 
do 
De 
Gaulle more harm than good 
It now seems pretty clear 
that a French veto will not be 
f o r t h c o m i n g . F r e n c h 
spokesmen appear to be paving 
the 
way 
for 
a 
courteous, 
perhaps even a friendly, recep­ 
tion of the British application 
By 
accepting 
the 
Common 
Market as it is, London is win­ 
ning the favor of the other five 
European members and reduc­ 
ing the basis on which France 
could reasonably object. 


BRITAIN HAS MUCH to get 
from the Common Market - 
and much to give. It urgently 
needs a wider market for its 
goods; it urgently needs the 
stimulus of having to compete 
with European industry for a 
place in these 
markets; 
it 
urgently needs the earnings 
which can come from them. 
Britain would bring to the 
Common 
Market 
g r e a t 
t e c h n o l o g i c a l skill and 
resources which the Continent 
needs. It would be a valuable 
addition to the European com­ 
munity. 
But 
Britain's 
role 
in the 
world has so changed, indeed 
so contracted, as the result of 
two costly and grievous wars 
that the British people and the 
British government are rightly 
seeking to find a new role 
which it can perform 
with 
dignity and competence. It is 
convinced that that role is in 
Europe where its political and 
economic participation will be 
felt to good effect. 


ALL OF THIS should be 
welcome to the United States 
although an expanded Euro­ 
pean 
Common 
Market 
will 
present new problems and new 
competition. 
The blunt truth is that the 
United States is too strong, too 
powerful to be always a com­ 
fortable ally of weaker nations 
It can work more cooperative­ 
ly and comfortably with strong 
and independent allies.

East made his best attempt by

Early this year a banking ex* j 


ecutive said the little money 
cards were being made availa­ 
ble 
“ promiscuously,” 
without 


regard to traditional banking 
practices. 
The Federal Reserve is con­ 
cerned with their possible link 
to inflation, the thought being 
that, since a credit card always 
comes back into your hands aft­ 
er use and a dollar doesn’t, 
overspending might thus be en­ 
couraged. 
Another hanker warns that 


the credit card society may in­ 
deed be the forerunner of the 
cashless society 
because 
so 


many people will overspend 
they’ll have no money left any­ 
way. 
Some bankers, in fact, have 


declined to get in on what they 
call the card craze. As a substi­ 
tute for the card’s line of credit, 
these bankers permit overdrafts 
of regular checking accounts. 
Thus the overdraft, once a vio­ 
lation, is now sometimes a 
right. 
These are among the present 


maneuverings and controversies 
that may well be the predeces­ 
sors of the checkless and cash­ 
less society. They are part of an 
evolution to automation. The 
outcome isn’t clear, but the 
card is its present symbol. 
Once these cards were asso­ 
ciated mostly with dining, en­ 
tertainment and travel. But the 
hundreds of cards issued by 
banks can do anything money 
can do except light cigars. 
Already the card has become 


a major form of installment 
credit 
through 
arrangements 


between banks and department 
stores. Both buyer and seller 
benefit. The buyer obtains cred­ 
it through possession of the 
card. The seller receives full 
Dayment from the bank, which 
then collects the “ easy pay­ 
ments.” 
This process, too. is evolving. 


The manv credit cards could, 
conceivably, be replaced some­ 
day bv a universal card good 
almost anywhere. This card 
would be a person’s chief identi­ 
fication. It might even carry his 
Social Security number. 
If such a world comes about, 


the American Bankers Associa­ 
tion was told at a convention, an 
individual might not need to 
enter a bank for years at a 
time. 
Those bank-free 
days, how­ 
ever. are years away.
